Freedom dear toGC woman - 
from behind the ‘Iron Curtain’ 


Raquel Sarasa of Granite City 
has found political freedom. 

But she wasn’t borp ‘nto it like 
most residents of the United 
States. She sacrififed a home 
and a job. She felt the sadness of 
family separation. And she 
risked her life in her quest “for 
liberty 

Over 13 vears. ago, she 
gathered some clothing in a 
knapsack and nodded farewell 
to the rest of her material ties to 
her homeland of Cuba. 

Her husband, Jose, a former 
basketball coach at Havana 
University, had done this when 
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the opportunity arose during the 
Pan American ‘games in 
Jamaica. Her two children were 
already in America. 

The government “had con- 
fiscated her passport and meal 
tickets, but she felt she had to 
leave. So, along with 42 others, 
she boarded a fishing boat and 
— in the middle of the night — 
secretly sailed away from her 
native country, 

“My husband and I qualifiéd 
as technical people who weren't 
allowed to leave the country. 

“Through a U.S. government 
program, we were fortunate to 


send our children to live in 
American: foster homes. We 
were separated from them for 

‘three years and that was the 
Worst feeling in the world,” she 
recalls 

Like their hopes, they'd been 
saving gasoline little by little 
for this trip. 

The ocean’s foamy crests 
danced around them. The 43 
were frightened. Some of them 
were sick. None of them knew 
whether they would make it. 

“There were all different 


people on the boat — medical _ 


doctors, a marine commander 





and farmers. I only knew two 
other people,” she relates. 

At 4 p.m. the next day, the 
refugees ae picked up by an 
American oil tanker. The weary 
travelers were given food and 
lean clothing. 


The ship's captain allowed — 


Raquel to send a cable — which 
the Sarasas still have today — 
to tell her family she was safe 
and on her way to Miami 
“My husband was so nervous 
that he couldn’t read the cable. 
It was in Spanish. The person 
who gave him the cable couldn't

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‘“‘These’ community 
workshops are an opportunity to 
make our needs and’ desires 
known,” @ spokesman said. 

The November workshops 
will be the first of three 
“‘milestone”’ periods in the 
mass transit program." 

The second “milestone will 
come in late winter, wheh 
another series of community 
workshops will review 
utilization of the resulf‘of the 
first workshops and the results 
of a detailed analysis of possible 
transit improvements. 

The third series of workshops 
will beheld in late spring for 
presentation and discussion of a 
1985 mass transit plan for the 
region. 

The final report on the 
recommended plan, to .be 
completed after the spring 
workshops, will provide overall 
guidelines for implementing 
and financing the recom- 
mended system:

$9.00 per lot 

“Someone has to pay that cost 
and, when you look at these 
requirements in dollars and 
cents, it just doesn't make sense 
to use ‘such. a ‘stringent or- 
dinance to control’ buiJding in 
Madison County. You cannot 
even move a tree when building 
a subdivision,” Barton con- 
tended. 

Barton said his past dealings 
with the county have not made 
him anxious to join in the fight 
to amend the ordinance, adding, 
“They will just listen to you and 
then turn around and do what 
they please. 

State Rep. Everett Steele, 
also a developer, said he has not 
been able tospend as much time 
as he. would like recently 
studying land use problems. But 
he said his initial review of the 

proposed ordinance convinced 
him the ordinance, as proposed, 

“would place considerable 
restrictions on the developers 
which might have the effect of 
discouraging - building — or 
causing some’ builders to move 
elsewhere." 

He agreed the ordinance 
might ‘work well in a densely 
populated area’ but was not 
designed for Madison County 
“Building has ground to a 
standstill here now due to 
prohibitive restrictions,” Rep. 
Steele contended. 

“The county has not been lax 
There is too much to do before 
building now. 

“For example, you have to 
have approval of the drainage 
plans from the levee board. You 
have to have the approval of 
Granite City if you are within 
one and a half miles. 

“We do not need another 
layer of comprehensive 
restrictions. If someday we see 
this ordinance in effect, it will 
take a while before we feel the 
full impact, but we will feel it,” 
Steele predicted. 

Louis Whitsell, supervisor of 
Nameoki Township, a. member 
of the County Board and its land 
use committee, is on vacation 
and not available for 
comment 

Frandsen commented, “All 
we want to do is protect the 
people when they buy homes.

Economic Development of 
the St. Louis Region to the Year 
2000 states that “vigorous 
community effort’’ will be 
necessary, particularly in at 
tracting new manufacturing 
jobs, if the projected growth is 
to be realized. 

The Gateway 
estimated that regional 
population will grow from 
almost 2.5 million in 1976 to

transportation services, 
finance, insurance and tourism. 

The report, prepared for the 
East-West Gateway Coor 
dinating Council, cites several 
developments that could help 
produce needed jobs: port 
development and _— the 
replacement of Alton Locks and 


Dam 26; modernization and 
relocation of railroads; ‘con 
struction of Meramec Park 
Lake; designation of St. Louis 
as a trans-Atlantic air ter. 
minal; establishment of -a 
foreign trade zone, and 
relocation of the Air Force 
Communications. Service to 
Scott Air Force Base 

Using forecasts of regional 
growth from various sources, it 
suggests that a sufficient 
number of jobs can be created 
to justify the population 
projection, but adds that 
vigorous efforts are needed to 
attract new business to the 
region. 

In addition, it calls for~an 
inventory of industrial land, the 
safeguarding of industrial sites 


now available, and designation 
of land for future industria] use.

Deep cuts in funds that are needed for local university 


Guest comment by Ralph W. Ruffner, 
acting president of Southern [Illinois 
University at Edwardsville—Governor 
Daniel Walker has exercised his amen- 
datory veto to reduce funding for the 
general operations of SIUE in the amount of 
$1,128,200 for the current fiscal year. Also; 
$2,158,000 in capital funds needed for 
construction and ‘renovation were vetoed. 


The vetoed items include an ap- 
proximately two per cent salary increase for 
faculty and staff—currently, appropriations 
have allowed for only a $48 per person 
increase for faculty—and minimal dollars 
for program expansions in nursing, den- 
tistry, environmental studies, supplemental 

: instructional program, fine arts and the 
! Environmental Resources Training Center. 

The requested dollars for construction 

include ‘money for land purchase and 


building of a broadcast tower for in- 
structional television. 

If the university is to continue its 
Programs and its ability to respond to the 
changing needs of its students, these vetoes 
must be overridden. 

Although we have been able to hold the 
line on tuition, pressure gets more intense 
by the day to relieve fiscal burdens by 
raising tuition. We hope to avoid this at ail 
costs. 

Our Board of Trustees has passed a 
resolution urging that the university do all 
in its power to secure an override of the veto. 
With ditizens’ assistance in influencing 
members of the General Assembly, we feel 
that we have a reasonable chance of suc- 
cessfully achieving this desperately needed 
objective. 

Present plans call for the Assembly to 
convene on Nov. 17 to consider the vetoes. 


Looming power shortage recognized by American voters 


the remote chance of a nuclear. mishap 


Wall Street Journal—Conservation is still 
a political force, we conclude from

At least we hope that is the meaning of 
the across-the-board defeat of measures to 
limit nuclear power plants and the 
simultaneous approval in some states of 

: bans on throwaway bottles and cans. 

Nuclear power plant’ safety is one of the 
most emotional issues on the en- 
vironmentalist docket, and the highly 
technical debate can easily be 
misrepresented to a jittery public. 

So it is surprising that the referenda for 
stringent safety measures and compensation 

“for accidents lost by such margins. In 
Colorado and Arizona, the margin was 70 
per cent to 30 per cent against, and in three 
other states, the no vote exceeded 60 per 
cent. 

Energy planners hope that nuclear power 
will provide 26 per cent of electrical 
generation by 1985, as opposed: to 8.6 per 
cent im 1975, and the voters have given the 
go-ahead. 

Evidently the public is willing to balance 


against the familiar and increasingly 
prevalent problem of electricity shortages. 

Yet, the picture was mixed when it came 
to bans on throwaway bottles. Voters in 
Maine and Michigan passed the measure, 
Massachusetts narrowly defeated it, and in 
Colorado, it was swamped by nearly the 
same margin as the nuclear safety proposal. 

“Some states were obviously more willing 
than others to tolerate the’ burda a 
throwaway ban would place on their local 
economies. 

The ability to calculate these costs has not 
been a strength of the “esivironmental 
movement,” and the country has paid 
excessively for poorly conceived programs in 
water pollution and auto emission controls. 
But saying that isn’t the same as saying we 
should never pay anything for the sake of 
dean rivers or fields. 

The question is how much, in terms of 
taxes, employment and economic impact. 
Environmental leaders may be unwilling to 
think in these terms, but the referenda 
outcomes suggest that the voters can and

First elected mayor in 1879 ~ 
defeating Republican Abner 
Wright and Socialist Laborite 
Ernst Schmidt — Harrison 
served five terms. 

When someone mentioned 
him as a Presidential can- 
didate, the newspaper sage Mr. 
Dooley said, “Charter Haiteh? 
What wud a man that's been 
mayor iv Chicago do with an 
infeeyor job like the 
presidence?”* 

When ‘the ebullient mayor 
attempted to gain a state office, 
Chicago loyally backed him. 

But his bid for the gover- 
norship failed and he learned 
that Downstate Tlinois was a 
frosty climate for Demoerats of. 
that era. 

The civic reform drive 
resulting from the “Great 
Steal” election of 1884 almost 
ousted Harrison from the 
mayor's chair. 

Fraud was exposed in 165 of 
171 precincts in every stage of 
the electoral process. 


> elected 


Republicam reformers swept 
into offiee in 1885, but Harrison 
hung on by 375 votes. 

His only defeat for mayor 
came in 1889 when he ran as an 
Independent Democrat in a 
field of five. 

Hampstead Washburne 
(Republican) defeated DeWitt 
Cregier (Democrat), Harrison, 
Elmer Washburn (Citizens) and 
Thomas Morgan (Socialist) 

Returning to the straight 
Democratic fold in 1893, 
however, Harrison was granted 
his desire to be World’s Fair 
mayor by an 11,000-vote 
plurality and fell vietim to an 
assassin the same year.

At the fall 1961 meeting, 
tribute was -paid by the 
Southern Illinois Builders 
Association to Past President 
John J. Keeley, who died Oct. 
11. 1961 

In January 1963, the SIBA 
board discussed the possibility 
of action to improve the climate 
between architects and general 
contractors. Ongoing efforts in 
this area culminated later with 
establishment of a joint com- 
mittee composed of architects, 
engineers and contractors. 

On July 31, 1965, or 20 years 
after the first meeting of con- 
tractors, SIBA's first president 
and longtime director, H. H 
Hall Sr., died. At the time of 
Hall’s death, SIBA was entering 
a new era of development. 

Alton architect William 

Flippo was told during the 
summer of 1965 to proceed with 
plans and specifications for his 
uniqoely-styled design, which 
had won an architectural 
competition established to 
develop ideas for SIBA’s new 
home. 
. Minor Construction Co. was 
awarded a contract in October 
1965 to construct the Builders 
Building at an approximate cost 
of $170,000. 

SIBA moved its offices into 
the building in October- 1966. At 
the time of the move, SIBA had 
grown from the hafdful of 
contractors present at the 
organizational meeting in 1945 
to a total of 350 firms. 

The new offices included 
administrative space for SIBA’s 
many activities as well as an 
expanded plans room facility 

By the time of construction of 
the new offices, SIBA was 
heavily involved in legislative 
matters affecting the con- 
struction industry. ' 

Today, the association 
maintains legislative contact in 
Springfield through the Illinois 
Construction Industry Com- 
mittee (ICIC) 

The association also ad 

ministers a wide-range of labor- 
related programs from its of- 
fices. 
* ‘These range from the labor 
information service, which 
provides contractors with up-to- 
date information about wage 
rates and work rules, to 
assistance in handling 
grievances and jurisdictional 
disputes. 

A new frontier in the 
pioneering spirit of SIBA 
leaders was reached on Oct. 13, 
1966, when, at the fall SIBA 
meeting, the Industry 
Advancement Foundation was 
launched. 

Charged with administering 
programs aimed at educating 
the public and building a better 
construction industry in 
Southern Illinois, the foundation 
proved a natural complement to 
the existing services of the 
association. 

President Leo Wolf accepted 
the Cashman Membership 
Trophy for SIBA at the 1971 
National AGC Convention in 
San Diego. 

In 1970, SIBA had the highest 
numerical and percentage 
increase of all AGC chapters 
throughout the country, in- 
creasing its AGC membership 
64.5 per cent, from 62 to 102 
active members. 

For the construction industry 
and SIBA, 197} marked the 
beginning of a new era, as a 
wage and price freeze was 
placed on the construction in- 
dustry, and two federal safety 
laws were enacted. 

Within the association, cer- 
tain changes also occurred. In 
April 1971, Wayne Barber Jr. 
was appointed SIBA’s executive 
director. - 

A provision in the bylaws 
allowed for the formation of a 
15-member associate council, 
which in turn elected three 
associate directors to serve on 
the board of directors, with full 
voting privileges. 

This action gave the sub- 
contractors and specialty 
contractors an active, voice in 


association affairs. 

SIBA’s award-winning safety 
program was inaugurated as a 
new membership ‘service with 
the appointment of a safety 
committee. 

The committee held its first 
safety conference in October, 
and soon developed-a hard hat 
program to see that every 
employe complied with Illinois 
hard hat regulations. 

In 1972, members in the 
southern reaches of the 
association’s service area 
requested that SIBA consider 
opening a southern office 

President Alois Luhr an; 
nounced to the membership in 
December that the board of 
directors had approved a 
location in Marion for a branch 
office avd plans room. F 

On March 15, 1973, the SIBA 
Marion branch was officially 
opened and staffed to provide 
full association services to the 
membership in that area. - 
SIBA President Tom Reese said 
at the time that ‘‘the opening of 
this facility will aid in the ex- 
pansion of our membership.’ 

Later that year, he reported, 
“More than 100 firms joined 
SIBA this year, and the total 
membership now exteeds 500 
firms. SIBA is one of the largest 
and “fastest growing con- 
struction trade associations in 
Minois.”* 

With a strong membership 
and viable programs and the 
development of the Industry 
Advancemeht Foundation, the 
stage was set for a period of 
growth which would have 
astounded the men at the first 
SIBA organizational meeting in 
1945 in Granite City. 

While the southern Illinois 
Builders Association's history 
has been one of growth from the 
group's inception in 1945, for 
mation of the Industry 
Advancement Foundation 
(IAF) in 1966 marked a turning 
point in that history 

In addition to serving as a 
force in unifying the association 
with other elements of the in. 
dustry, it provided impetus for 
development of programs 
aimed at opportunities for the 
betterment gf all aspects of the 
industry—contractors, labor, 
professionals, and users. 

The new programs 
services offered were made 
possible through employer 
contributions to IAF on behalf 
of firms engaged in building, 
heavy and highway con 
struction, 

Contributions are based upon 
hours worked by Madison 
County Carpenters, Salem Area 
Carpenters, Tri-Counties 
Carpenters, Cement Masons 
Local 90, Iron Workers Local 
392, Southern and Southwestern 
Illinois Laborers District 
Councils and Operating 
Engineers Local 520. 

IAF funds are administered 
by a board of trustees composed 
of contributing contractors 
This board is responsible for 
fiscal review and management 
of programs sponsored by the 
foundation. 

At the heart of the IAF at the 
time of its introduction was a 
“13 point plan,” directed at the 
development of programs 
serving the needs of the area 
Key points ineluded 

—Upgrading present ap- 
prenticeship programs and 
instituting programs where 
none existed. 

—Scholarships to attract’e 
young persons into the industry. 

—Arechiteetural and 
engineering competition for 
high school students. 

—Marketing of Southern 
Illinois as a desirable site for 
industrial, commercial, in- 
stitutional and residential 
construction 

—Development of an industry 
safety program. 

—Management 
seminars 

Soon after its establishment, 
the IAF began its involvement 
in the areas of apprenticeship, 
education, safety and 
promotion of area development

Sewers will bring health, prosperity 


To the Editor 

Those who filed a lawsuit 
against the Madison County 
sewer project expressed their 
opinion on several occasions 
that they realized the great 
need for sewers in our area— 
and that they were not against 
sewers. 

But the lawsuit could have 
had a very ill effect against our 
being abie to get the project 
funded and completed. 

We have received bids for the 
construction, and they are 
within a few dollars of the 
estimated cost figured “by our 
engineer Ed Juneau. 

Therefore, we know that the 
job can be completed within the 
amount of our Environmental 
Protection Agency grant and 
the $5,000,000 bond issue 
proposed by the sewer com- 
mittee, 

Our next step is to be in a 
position to ask the Madison 
County Board to approve a date 
for the sale of the bonds. 

We have been advised by our 
attorneys that this date could 
not be set, until we had a 
favorable ruling on the lawsuit 
that was filed seeking to enjoin 
th8 committee from proceeding 
with the bond ~sale and 
establishing the sewer district 

We have a deadline date set 
by the EPA to qualify for funds, 
and the lawsuit was the only 
real problem keeping us from 
meeting this deadline date. 

I am pleading with all to 
consider what a detrimental 
effect the suit would have had 
on our area 

Delaying the start of con- 
struction, it is estimated by the 
EPA, raises the eost by one per 
cent per month 

Every month we delay in 
getting started costs the home 


owners another $160,000. This 
added cost can only be blamed 
on people who cause the delay 

The financing people tell us 
that the method we are 
proposing will: save the home 
owners -a million dollars in 
bonding costs over any other 
available method proposed. 

Let's look at the brighter side. 
Sewers in our area will provide 
us with a healthy environment 
in which to live and raise our 
families. Also, ‘building and 
progress will provide thousands 
of jobs for unemployed and our 
children when they come into 
the labor market. 

At the present time, St. Louis 
County is getting the greatest 
population growth and com. 
mercial expansion furnishing 
jobs. This is because they had 
the vision to supply sewers and 
utilities for their future needs. 

“Our financil advisors predict 
that with sewers in Area One, 
the total assessment value will 
double in the next 15 years. This 
increased evaluation should 
lower our tax burden by 50 per 
cent. This alone will go a long 
way toward paying for our 
sewers. 

We have been very fortunate 
this past year by having below- 
normal rainfall. The soil was so 
dry it was accepting the waste 
that under normal conditions 
would be filling the septic tanks. 
In a lot of cases, effluent would 
be overflowing on top. of the 
ground. 

‘On Sept. 24, 1 attended an 
Economie Development 
Assistance funding meeting in 
Belleville. | inquiréd of the 
regional director of EDA if he 
thought it would be possible for 
our project to be funded through 
the works project program. 

As things now stand, he was 
most sure that we would not 


qualify for any grant from the 
EDA works program 

Let me remind you once 
again, at our last meeting with 
the officials of Illinois EPA, 
they were very emphatic in 
stating they expected us to be 
ready to receive the grant by ” 
the dates they have set. 

They have other projects that 
have their funds and are just 
waiting for a grant to be 
available through the state. 

The lawsuit and the people 
opposing the program could 
have been responsible for 
failure of our area to become 
the most desirable area on this 
side of the river to live and own 
property. 

The additional cost of each 
month's delay of construction 
cannot be-blamed on the sewer 
committee or any of the 
professional people working on 
the project. We have proposed — 
the cheapest and the only 
possible method to finance the 
sewers for most all the people. 

If we cannot afford sewers 
with this program, we will 
never be able to afford them 
Let's not fiddle while Rome 
burns. Let's get together and 
get the job done, for the health 
and welfare of all. 

T have discussed the cost of 
our program with many senior 
citizens and retired people on 
pensions and fixed incomes who 
live in modest priced homes. 
After’ they learned the facts 
about the program, not one has 
said they could not afford the 
sewers. 

In most instances, having 
their septic tank pumped one 
time would cast as much or 
more than the bond payment for 
the year.
